Dangerous Gadgets 
Parents will be asked to see 

that firearms, medicines and 
household cleansing agents are 
locked up, safe from inquisitive 
youngsters. They will be cau­ 
tioned to plug unused electric 
outlets and replace worn ex­ 
tension cords. They will be 
asked to carefully check th.^ 
house, room by room, to remove 
all hazards.
